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DIRECT YOUR ANGER ATTHE PROPER SOURCE 


Last week, East/West featured an article reporting the Senate repeal of 
the 1955“Formosa Resolution”. Though it does not surprise anyone that 
the United states is moving closer to normalization of its relations with 
China, it does amaze many observers how the repeal was _ buried under 
Piles of other items and how little attention it was getting. 

After the publication of the East/West article，we did receive criticism 
and bad-mouthing，mainly from right-wing elements. We reject their 
criticisms，and we consider their bad-mouthing most unfair. 

For example，we were criticized for the“inconsistency”between OUT 
Chinese and English rebortings. In fact, the articles were written by two 
reporters doing independent research. Though there are minor discrepan- 
cies, we actually were amazed at their Similarity and overall accuracy. In 
the English version, the 195s resolution date was given as January 29, the 
Chinese version was January 28. Further research has shown that January 
28, 1955 was a Friday. On that daythe debate was concluded amnd the reso- 
lution passed. However, it was sent to the White House and signed the fol- 
lowing day. For this reason, many writers refer to the latter date. 

Another criticism was directed at the use of the phrases “Senate re- 
peals” and “Congress repeals“. Further research has shown that the“EFor- 
mosa Resolution Repeal” was included in the state Department-USIA 
Authorization Act, Fiscal Year 1973,， which was the result of the joint ef- 
fort of representatives from both houses. Although S. 3473 is a Senate Bil， 
it is not incorrect to use the word“Congress” in reference to it. 

This is not the first time that East/West, by reporting and commenting 
on news events, received negative reactions from factions of the communi- 
ty. Some mmonths ago, we angered the left by rejecting dual citizenship. We 
must ermphasize that East/West believes in community harmony and uni- 
ty. We recognize that some news events put Peking or Taipei in a disad- 
vantageous position. Nonetheless, the commninity must understand that 
we Simply report and comment; we are not the source of the news. We do 
not create the events and happeningsthat should be reported in a free and 
open Society. 

Eor instance, the changing policy toward China began with the White 
House. East/West has reported on the development and Supports any 
peace efiforts by the President. Understandably, many in the commtunity 
disagree with the rapprochement.， However，their views and_ emotions 
should be directed toward the White House, and not the journalists who， 
sad for us to admit, cannot influence foreign policy. 

-Onthe dual citizenship issue, we realize that we have stepped on many 
toes by our Support of the positions of both China and Malaysia. When 
other papers in the community denounced us week after week, there was 
little that we could add to what we had already said. Again，we feel sorry 
for our critics, for they should know that the single citizenship statement 
was made by leaders of China and Malaysia, not East/West journalists. 

Weencourage debates and discussions on issues affecting our commu- 
nity. But we hope that Chinese Americans would direct their anger and 


hostility generated by national or international issues toward the proper - 


sources. And keep this community, as much as possible, in peace and har- 
mony.

ALBERT YIN WONG 
FINED AND JAILED 


Seventy-four-year-old Albert 
Yin Wong was fined $20,000 by 
U.S. District Court Judge Stanley 
Wiegel last week and sent tc 
prison for three months for ljying 
to a federal grand jury investigat- 
ing &ambling and poilice pay-offs 
in Chinatown. 

Wong, an established figure in 
the Chinese communlity，was 
found guilty August-19 on two 
perjury charges.

Most of them are diagnosed as 
suftfering from schizophrenia and 
are assigned to the -hospital's 
acute Psychiatric programs.

Owyang said the cause of men- 
tal disorder in Chinese schizo- 
phrenics was -a_ combination of 
genetic and_ environmental fac- 
tors. Most of the patients have 
identity and adjustment prob- 
ljems，Schizophrenia is ， usually 
diagnosed in early adulthood， 
Owyang said，but 站 also has 
latent Symptoms that are not de- 
tected until late in life. Chinese 
and non-Chinese afflicted with 
schizophrenia are“onjly different 
in terms of cultural and language 
facets”he added. 

“Our overall philosophy is to 
put patients back into cultural 
contact . . . resocialization as 让 
Was backto their own jife styles,” 
Owyang said of the 122-year-old 
Aftercare program，which is a 
component of Northeast Commu- 
nity Mental Health Services. 
Aftercare now erolls approxi- 
mately 100 patients, about 40 of 
whom are still being treated in 
Napa. 

Since there are no board and 
care homes in Chinatown，Ow- 


vang' patients stay with 
caretaiie' ertheirrelease from 
Napa- The. micipate in the

“Psychology in the past has 
been an instrument to oppress 
the masses and make them con- 
form very similarly to everyone 
else.

Sue talked about the group and 
what the mental health field has 
meantto Asian Americans. 

AAP, said Sue，has about 150 
members and consists of educa- 


.tors，Ssocial workers and other 


professionals besides psycholo- 
gists. It was started by Sue，his 
brother Stan，and Harry Kitano 
JiL97240- 

e。 Enlighten the public concern- 
ing the experiences，hopes，as- 
pirations，and concerns of Asian 
Americans; 

e Encourage research on Asian- 
Americans in order to help the 
development of speclial programs 
and services，The emphasis of 
these programs will be on educa- 
tional changes，special psycho- 
logical services, community inter- 
vention programs，and problems 
in discrimination (such as em- 
ployment and graduate schools); 

e Gain national representation on 
various agencies and committees 
that may have policy implications 
for Asian Americans; 

e Seek private and public funds 
to support the organization S ac- 
tivities and goals. 

Sue stated that AAP is moving 
closer towards its:goals. There 1s 
astrong possibility，he said, that 
a few AAP members will be on 
national committees of two infiu- 
ential organizations，the Ameri- 
can Psychological Association 
(APA) and the American Person- 
nel and _ Guidance Association 
(APGA). Both organizations have 
direct input into school accredita- 
tions, training programs and cuUrT- 
riculum in the mental health 
field . 

“There are no Asians Tepre- 
senting our concerns (in these 
organizations). There are one or 3 
few Asians on the top levels in 
the mental health field, but some 
of these Asians have to be re-

SEARS CRITICIZED ON HIRING PRACTICES 


CHICAGO 一 Three members 
of Chicago's Asian community 
and Sears，Roebuck and Co. sS 
executives met recently to dis- 
cuss problems of recruitment and 
promotion of Asian personnel.

He said many graduate schools 
in the field are white-oriented 
and students go through a very 
traditionally white curriculum 
and faculty. Therefore some 
Asian Americans have come out 
“whitewashed.”Sue added that 
he had experienced this process 
hinmiself by being raised in Ore- 
gon and goingthrough the educa- 
tional system . 

He stated that although there 
has been no direct study，he has 
noticed no increase in the Asian 
American faculty members. And 
he doesn't believe minorities are 
increasing in the social sciences. 
He said a great many Asian 
Americans_ are encouraged by 
counselors to go into the physical 
SClences. 

AAP hopes to push for multi- 
cultural education and more 
Asian faculty members. A multi- 
cultural education will hopefully 
orient future mental health work- 
ers to specific value Systems of 
Asian Americans and other mi- 
norities which will result in better 
care for them, Sue said . 

Sue also stated that one of the 
important things AAP does 1S 
communicate research.AAP 
members have done studies in 
the nutilization of mental health 
facilities (Asians underutilize 
them:; those who use them have 
more severe problems of mental 
illness:; cases are terminated 
earlier _ through physical treat- 
ment and medication rather than 
group therapy, etc.; and patients 
are seen more byparaprofession- 
als thanby professionals). 

Sue said studies such as these 
are necessary to orient white SOci- 
ety rather than Asians，who al- 
ready know their content. He Said 
hehoped AAP can go into deeper 
and_ more meaningful research 

such as the identification of 
norms or standards that can best 
reveal the mental health of a cul- 


ture.

Asparse crowd of about 20 people 
heard the San Francisco Depart- 
ment of City Planning summarize its 
“residential zoning study” in a 
meeting at Commodore Stockton 
Auditorium last week. 

Assisting his talk with a slide 
show，the director of the zoning 
study，Robert Passmore，told the 
Chinese _ community that the plan- 
ning department is aiming to com- 
plete the study by May 1976, before 
the interim zoning controls run out 
in July of that year. 

The study will attempt to develop 
a Zoning map of each district and a 
new zoning ordinance to present to 
the Planning Commission.
